grounds at Fort Myer fifty eight times 
in sixty-five minutes and 52 seconds, 
exceeding the time of his record llight 
by three minutes and 37 seconds. The 
flight was witnessed by nearly a thou- 
sand people. 


\\hon Mr. \Viight signalled C. E. 


Taylor, his mechanic, to release the 
machine the wind was blowing about 
three miles an hour. The aeroplane 
•rose fiom (he ground almost immedi- 
ately after leaving the single starting 
rail. H continued to 
climb 
higher 


with each successive round 
of 
the 


field until it leached an altitude of 
75 feet. For the first thirty rounds 
the machine Hew as smoothly as on 


• its pievious (lights, but

time on it was seen to pitch at the 
turns, as the breeze from the west 
struck it. 


Whenever the machine pitched, it 


could be plainly seen from below that 
it responded jvoniptly to e'-eiy move 
of the levers by the operator.

struck the aerial flyer

42nd round, and it plunged sharply, 
causing the crowd to exclaim in alann. 
Mr. \Vriaht then brought his machine 
lower, but en the olird round he had 
reached an altitujle of 200 ftet 


When Mr. Wright completed the 


54th round he had beaten his record. 


Mr. Wright came down at the north- 


ern end of the field at the end of the 
fifty-eighth round, landing easily. The 
cavalary squadron, on duly to protect 
the machine, formed a cordon around 
it and Major Squier, acting chief sig- 
nal ofliceiv pressed forward to con- 
gratulate the aviator. The newspap- 
er men gathered about Mr. Wright. 


Signal corps officers at the war de- 


partment expressed the belief that Or- 
ville Wright will make a spe^d of at 
least 12 miles an hour with his heav- 
ier than air machine which did such 
excellent work at Fort Myer. This is

If he does make 42 miles an hour, he 
•will be entitled to a bonus of 20 per 
cent over the contract price, which 
would net him for his machine $30,- 
COO. the contract price being $2^,000.
